A sum of £1,49G Os. 6d. was allocated in bonuses to schools for geo 
choirs and orchestras which were favourably reported on by the Appendix II 
examiners in Practical Music, and which fulfilled the conditions laid 
down for the examination in that subject. This examination was 
held for the first time in 1904. 

A further sum of £96 was awarded as prizes at a special competition 
for choirs and orchestras held in Dublin, 30th April, 1912.

EXAMINATIONS AND INSPECTION. 


As was stated in the Ideport for 1911 the Board when draw'ing 
up the Rules and Programme for 1913 abolished the examination 
for the Preparatory Grade. Being fully convinced of the im- 
portance to the general ^vork of a school of a sound course of 
instruction before students enter for examinations, . and being at 
the same time satisfied that the existing Pj-eparatory Gi'ade 
exauiination imposed a severe strain on students of a tender age, 
the Board -was anxious to give greater freedom to the schools 
w-hile continuing- every inducement to them to lay a solid basis 
of training. This it had hoped to do by paying a bonus school 
gmnt depending on the reports of the inspectors as to the 
eihciency of the school as a wdiole, with special reference to the 
Preparatory classes. 

It was found, however, that under the existing limitations on 
the powders of the Board there w^as no means of giving effect to 
this desire. ^ 


Mr. Thos. O’Donnell, M.P., introduced in May, 1912, a Bill 
dealing with Intermediate Education. 

Mr. O’Donnell’s Bill did not meet with the approval of the 
Board, as it appeared to contemplate the abolition of all exami- 
nations. The Commissioners are desirous of retaining examina- 
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tions for honours, of abolishing the present pass examination and 
substituting for them an “ intermediate ” and also a leaving 
certificate” examination. „ , , ^ x ■ 

The' Chief Secretary on July 23rd, 1912, made a statement in 
the House of Commons on the subject of the existing powers of 
the Board, and promised to introduce during the Autumn 
Session a short Bill dealing with Intermediate Education, and 
freeing the Board from the limitations which force it to pay fees 
entirely on the results of public examinations. 

In consequence the Chief Secretary introduced m January, 
1913, a Bill providing that the Board need no longer hold exami-. 
nations other than examinations of students competing for exhi- 
bitions and prizes and giving the Board power to provide for the 
payment to managers of fees dependent 

(a) on the results of inspection of schools ; or 

(b) partly on the results of such inspection, and partly on 

the results of honour examinations. 

This Bill pu-ovoked opposition. 

It appeared to give the Board power either 

(1) to retain the piresent system, 

or (2) to make school grant wholly dependent on the results 
of inspection, 

or (3) to make the grant depend partly on inspection and 
partly on honour examinations. 

Owing to the oiiposition excited the Bill was withdrawn. 

The solution of the problem would appear to the Board to be 

1. The abolition of the restriction which makes school 
grant entirely depiendent on examinations. 

2. The adoption of a system whereby exaniination and 
inspiection should each have a share in determining the grant. 

These objects might be attained as follows — 

The school grant should be a capiitation grant, paid to schools 
which satisfy the required conditions, on all pupils between the 
ages of 12 and 19 years, who have been in regular attendance 
during the vear. 

The conditions to be fulfilled by schools should include 

(1) That the schools should be certified as efficient by the 

Inspectors of the Board. 

(2) That a reasonable proportion of the pupils should pass the 

certificate examinations. 

(3) That the teachers should possess qualifications to be ap- 

piroved by the Board. 

The capiitation grant should be greater for students betw'een 
the ages of IG and 19 than for those under 16 years of age. 

A bonus grant might be paid to schools of more than average 
efficiency shewn either by a high proportion of passes in the 
certificate examinations or by a high proportion of successes in 
the honour examinations.

the age of sixteen or earlier in order to earn their living and 
^vnose education, of \vhatever kind it be, finishes then. The 
Board considered the question of providing a distinct alternative 
to tfieir present cour.ses with special reference to the require- 
inents of these pupils, who now form a large proportion of those 
attending the schools under the Irish Intermediate Education 
Boa,id. I he present courses aim at what the Board has always 
held to be true secondary education, that is, general education 
continuing beyond the age of sixteen or education in preparation 
for the university; and in its view the needs of pupils whose 
schooling must cease at or before the age of sixteen could be 
more suitably provided for in upper primary and trade prepara- 
tory schools, or schools with a technical trend, than in Interme- 
diate schools properly so called. At the same time the fact that 
these pupils resort in large numbers to the schools under the 
intermediate Education Board must be taken into account, and 
the problem of the Board has been how to provide an alternative 
for these pupils without doing harm to the training of pupils 
continuing their education further or ]ireparing for the universitv 
it has provided such an alternative for pupils going in for 
commercial callings. Lender the rules as they are now altered a 
commercial course is made a subject in Rules 6 and 7, and this 
composite commercial subject will be regarded as equivalent to 
a language for the purpose of a pass. That is, a student taking 
it need only present himself in one modern language. In regard 
0 Exhibitions, the Honours in this subject will come under 
bioup D, imd will be a possible substitute in that Group for 
either the Experimental Science subject or the Mathematical 
subject.
